Dear Sirs,—Having taken great ~ 
interest in Soccer football in Hng- 
land and Australia for the past 35 
years, I eannot understand the 
seemingly paltry use of the British 
Association’s fine trophy. The 
State Selectors choose a team; the 
team plays and loses, and there is 
the end of interests, as far as the — 
general public is concerned, for 
12 months. 


To arouse greater interest in 
Soccer football was undoubtedly 
the intention of the donors of the 
trophy, and to do so same should 


-be competed for in Australia on 


English Cup tie lines, each State 
playing Club Championship Knock- 
out. Competitions until only one 
teamy was left. Phen South and ~ 
West Australia should meet and 
decide which team should come 
into the semi-finals with the other 
three States, the winner meeting 
Victoria, and N.S.W. playing 
Queensland; draw for ground to 
be played on.
